DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5, 1 8, and 23-37 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 5, 25, and 29, the prior art of record to Kliger (US 
2002/0069417) teaches a home network system in which a module in one room can 
communicate with modules in other rooms through a signal reflector unit. The prior art 
of record fails to reasonably show or suggest a filter located at the point of entry of a 
building tuned to reject network signals originating in the building such that the network 
signals originating in the building do not pass through the filter, but rather are reflected 
back into the building. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
